There are in all England 2< Ciries,641 rFreat 
Towns, called Markct-Towns, and 9724 Pa- 
tiſhes; under many of which are contained 
Icreral Hamlets or Villages, as big as ordinary 
Parithes. 

The Air is far more mild and temperate (6+f 
not more healthy) than any part of the Comty- 
nent under the lame Climate, 

By reaſon of the warm vappurs of the Sea on 
every ſide, and the very often Winds from the 
huze Weſtern Sea,the Cold in Finer is els harp 
than in ſome parts of. France and Ntaly, whici 
yet are ſeated far more Southerly. 

By reaſon of the continual blal's from Sea, 
the very often 1nterpolition of Clouds betwixt 
the Sun and Earth, and the frequent ſhowers of 
Rain, the Heat in Summer is le(s icorching than 
1n ſome parts of the Cominent, that lie much 
more Northward, where neither Rain nor 
Clouds appear for ſome Months, and rgt much 
Wind. 

As in Summer, the gentle 7 /z4s and frequent 
Showers qualifie all viokeant Heats and Droughts, 
ſo in "inter the Froffs do only meliorate the 
cultivated Soil, and the Snow keep warm the 
tender Plants. In a word, here 15no need of 
Stoves in Winter, nor Grotta's in Sunmer. 


It is bleJed with a very fertile wholſorn Soul, 
watered abundantly with Springs and Streams, 
and in divers parts with great Nevigable Krvers;

Now of all theſe things,there is ſuch a conſtant 
continuance, by reaſon of the Clemency of tlic 
Climate, that ſcarce the leaſt famine, which fre- 
quenteth other Countries, - hath been fele in 
England theſe 400 years. 

Then for Kayment, England produceth gene- 
rally, not only very hne Wood, w hich makes gur 
Cloth more laſting than other Country Cloth, 
and better conditiones againft wird and Wrs- 
ther; but allo fuch great abundance of Wooll, 
that not only all ſorts, from the highe!t to the 
loweſt, are cloathed therewith ; bat iſo mu 
hath been heretofore tranſported beyond the 
Seas, that in honour of the Engliſh wooll, that 
then brought fach pleaty of Gol into the Ter- 
ritories of Philip, firnamed Bones Duke of Zur 
gundy, { where the Staple for Exglit wood 1 
in thole days kept)he initituted ( as forne write) 
that famous Militery Order of the Goldrs Fleece, 
at this day in higheſt eſteem with the whole 
Houſe of Aubriz This abundance and cheap» 
neſs of Wool in Fuglang, Proc eedi not oniy 
from the goodnels of the Soil. but allo from the 
freedom from welver, am! from exceftive Hcxrs 
and Colds, which in other Countries create a 
charge of 2 conltant gaarding their Sheep, and 
houſing them by night, and ſometimes by day. 
Alſo, for advancing the Manufactures of Cloth, 
that neceflary Farth, called Fallers Earth, is no 
where clic produced in that abundance and ex- 


cellency, asin England, 


It wants not Linnen for all ofes, at leaft not 
ground to procuce Fla and Hemp, although 
there be at preſent much Limes imported, to 
the ſhame nd dama £ of he Nation.

For Building, it wants not Timber nor /ron, 
Stone nor Slate, Brick nor Tiles, Marble nor Ala- 
bl1ftcr, Mortay nor Lime, Lead nor Gla/s. 

For Firing, either Wood, Sea-coal, or Pit-coal, 
alwolt every where to be had at reaſonable 
rates. 

For Skipping, no where better Oak, no where 
ſuch K nee-timber, as they call it; or fron to make 
ttrviceable and durable Guns. 

For War, for Coach, for High-way, and Hunt- 
ing, no where ſuch plenty of Herſes; allo for 
Plough, Cart, and Carriages ; inſomuch as Mules 
an1 As ſo generally made uſe of in Franct ,lta- 
iy, and Spain, are utterly deſpiſed in Exgland. 

For Drs of all forts, fizes and uſes, as 2M 

ffifs, Greybounds, Spaxiels for Land and # ater, 
{ourds for Stin, Buck, Fox, Hare and Oner ; 
Terriors, Tumblers, Lurchers, Sening-Dogs, Curs, 
little Lap Dogs, Ge. 
Moreover, England produceth, beſides a migh- 
ty quantity of Tim, Lead, and iron, ſome Bra/s 
and Copperas ; much 4lome, Salt, Hops, Saffron, 
Licorice, Honey, Wax, Tallow, Coney-Furrs, Salt» 
peter,,Voad for Dying, and divers other beneficial 
Commodities:It wants not Afines of Sitver,yield- 
ng more intheir ſmall quantities of 0ar.and [0 
richer than thoſe of Porofs in the Weft- Indies, 
whence the King of Spin hath moſt of his Sil- 
ver ; thoſe yiel ling uſually but one Ounce and an 
half of Silver in one huncdre.' Ounces Of Oar; 
whereas theſe in Wales, Cornws!, Lancaſhire, and 
the Piſbopricg of Durbam, yield ordinarily 6x or 
eight Ounces per Cent. but theſe-lying deep, are 
hard to come unto, and Workmen dear, which 
is oherwile in Pooſs, It 
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It wants not &/or Barbs, and abounds in AMcde- 
cmal Springs. 
Vineyards have been heretofore common in 
moſt of the Southern and middle parts of Exg- 
land; and Silks might be here producer, as it 
was once deſigned by King Famer: but a great 
part of the Natives, prone to Vevigation, ſup» 
lying Exgleed ata very cheap rate, with all 
forts of Wines, Silk;,and all other Foreign Com- 
moities, [according tothat of an ancient Poct 
Quicquid amat luxus, © wicquid deſocerat uſu, 
Ex te perveniet vel aliumde 1461 ;, } 
it hath bcen found far better Zmbandyy toem- 
ploy Fagliſh ground rath-r for producing ! 00s, 
Cors and Cartel, for which it 1s moſt proper. 
In a word, though ſome Countries excel nv 
lard in ſome things, yet generally, there is no 
one Country _ Heaven, whoſe Air i5 better 
Tored with Birds and Fowl: ; Seas, Rivers, and 
Ponds with Fiſbes ; Fields with all forts of corn, 
the Paſtures with Carrel, the Forefft, Party, 
Warrens and Woods, with Wild Beafts. only tor 
Recreation and Food ; the Afincs with Acizlss 
C oalr, and other Minerals; Where arc few- 
er ravenous and burtſul Brafls, fewer veromoum 
Serpints, or Notiome Flies and Fermin, fower 
Droughtst, Inundations or Dearth; ; fewer Us. 
whole(ome Serenes, Peftilemtial Airs, TempeſFruoum 
Hurricanes, Subterranean F ires, Bureing Mou 
tans, or Deftrultive Earibquates 7 In a word 
where is there a greater abundance of all 
things neceflary for Mans life, and more eſpe- 
cially, for all kind of Food 7 infomuch that 
it hath been judged, that there is yearly as 
much Fleſh and Peer conſumed in England by 
over-plent ful Tables, as would ferve three 
times the number of People, Add to all « 
Taat bring encompaſle | with the Sea, an 1

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farniſh'd with Ships, and abundance of commo- 
dious and excellent Havens and Ports, it excrls

The pound weight Troy of Silver, fince the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth, hath been cut at 62 
Shillings, and the ſeveral Silver Coyns now cur- 
rant in England, are the Crown, or Five Shil- 
lings, which is almoſt the Ounce Troy,then Halt- 
Crowns, Shillings,Six Pence, Four Pence, Three 
Pence, Twe ''ence, and One Penny. 

For the Coynage, there was , allowed 
Two Shillings in the pound Troy of Silver, 
fo that the Merchant who brought in the Bulli- 
On, received only 60 Shillings for each pound 
Troy,which made the Ounce to be jat! Five Shil- 
lings: But by an Act of Parliament 1665. For 
encouragement of Coynage,the charge of Coy- 
nage was defrayed by an Im|o'ition on Brandy, 
and nothing payable by the bringer in of the 
Bullion, ſo that the Merchant received 62 
Shillings fer every poun 7roy of Bullion, 

The pound weight,or 12 Ounces Troy of Gold, 
3s divided into 24 parts, which are called Car- 
Tats,ſo that eachCarrat is 10 penny weight Troy, 
OT half an Ounce, and this Carrat 1s divided in- 
to fonr parts, which are called Carrat Grains; 
ſo that the Carrat Grain is two penny weight 
and an half, or frxty ordinary Grains, and the 
Carrat Grain is divided into divers parts. The 
Standard of Crewn Gold is 22 Carrats of fine 
Gold, and two Carrats of Allay in the pound 
weight Troy. The Allay of ſome Gold coyns is 
all Silver, as the Guiney Gold, and ſome all Cop- 
yer, which renders the Gold coyns, ſome more 
white, ſome more yellow. 

In England at preſent the pound weight Troy 
of Gold is cut into 44 parts and an half, each 
partis to paſs for Twenty Shillings,and the half 
Fart for Ten Shillings ; there are allo coyned 

; ſore 
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ſome pieces of Forty Shillings,and ſome of One 


hundred Shillings, which hold proportionably 
in weight and finenefs, to the 1 wenty Shilling 
MECe. 

The £»glifh Gold was coyned at 441. 107, 
the pound Trey, whereof Fifteen Shillings were 
taken by theKing for his Seignorage and charge 
of Coynage; and the Merchant for a pound 
of Gold received but 43k 1« &. whereas be 
received by the faid Act of Parlament 441.

The Standard of Sterling Silver in England is 
Eleven Ounces, and Two Pemy weight of fine Sil- 
ver, and Fightcen Penny weight of Allay of cops 
ger out of the Fire, and fo proportionably ; to 
that 12 Ounces of pure 5i1ver, without any Ab 
lay is worth 3J. 4 r. 64. andan Ounce is worth 
< 5. 4d. 1 06. butwith AllSy is worth but 3, 
and the Ounce « x.

Since the Happy Reſtauration of His Majeſty 
now Reigning,the Coyning or Stamping of Mo- 
ney by Hammers, hath been laid afids, an all 
Stamp'd by a Mill or Screw; whereby it comes 
to paſs, that our Cozns for neatneſs, gracefulne's, 
and ſecurity from counterfeiting, do ſurpaſs all the 
molt excellent Coyns, not only of the Romany, 
but of all the Modern Nations of the Worl:. 


For Weights and Meaſures at preſent uſed in 
England, there are very many excellent Statutes 
and Ordinances, and abundance of care taken 
by our Anceſtors, to prevent all cheating and 
deceit therein 

By the 29th Chapter of Magna Charts, the 
weights and Meaſures ought to be the ſame over 
all England, and thoſe to be according to the 
Kings Standards of Weights and Meaſures, kept 
in the Exchequer by a ſpecial Officer of His 
Houſe, called the Clerk, or Comptroller of the 
Marzet. 

| Of Weights there are two ſorts nſed at pre- 
fent throughout all Ergland, viz. Troy weight, 
and Avorr du Pows, In Troy weight, 24 Grains of 
Wheat make a Penny Weight Sterling,20 Penny 
Weight make an Ounce, 12 Ounas make a 
Pound, -, 
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Ppued, o there are 4% Grains in the Ounce, 
and 5760 Grainsin the Pound. | 

By this Weight are weighed Pearis, Precious 
Stores, Gold, Silver, Bread, and all manner of 
Corn and Grain; and this weight the Aporbercs- 
ries do or ought to uſe, though by other Divi- 
fions and Denominations, their lealt Mealure is

To meaſure dry things,as Corn or Grain there 
is firſt theGallon,which is bigger than the Wine 
Gallon, and leſs than the Ale or Beer Gallon, 
and is in proportion to them as 33 to 25 and 35, 
and is counted eight pounds Troy weight. Two 
of theſe Gallons make a Peck, four Pecks a Bu- 
thel, four Buſhels the Combor Curn two 
Curnocks make a Quarter, and ten Quarters a 
Laſtor Wey, which contains 5120 Pints, 'and 
abont ſo many Pounds ; ſo that in a Gariſon of 
$Oo0 Men, allowing each but a pound of Bread 
per diem, they will conſume near a Zaf, or 50 
Buſhels every day; and 250 Men in a Ship of 
War, will drink a Tun of Beer in two days, ak 
lowing each Man but his Portle per diem. 


Churches throughout all Faglend, and all pub- 
lick Edifices,. are generally of Solid $1one, c0* 
vered with Zead ; Cathedral and Collegiate- 
Churches every where ample and magnihcent ; 
and the Churches in Market-Towns and Opu- 
lent Villages ſpacious and ſolid enough, beauti- 
fied either with very high Pyramids, or Stee- 
ples,or at leaſt with ſtately high Towers. Houſes 
m Cities, that were heretofore uſually of « ood, 
are now built of good Stone or Brich,and cover'd 
with Slzteor Tile; the Rooms within, formerly 
Wainſcotted, are now hung with Tapiltry, or 
other convenient Stuff, and all Cieled with 
Plaiſter,excellent againſt the rage of fire,again(t 
the cold, and to hinder the paſlage of all duſt 
and noiſe. 

The Modern Buildings have been far more 
flizht, and of leſs continuance than the Ancient. 
Ibe 
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The Houſes of the Nobles and Rich are abun» 
Gantly furniſhed with Pewerer, Braſr, fac Linncs, 
an Plate : The mean Mechanicks and ordinary 
Husbandmen want not Silver Spoons, of fore 
Silver Cups in their Houtes. 

The W indows every where glazed, not made 
pf Paper or weed, as is uſually in &a/yor = 
Chimneys in moſt places, no Stoves, although 
the far more Southern parts of Germany cad 
hardly ſubfilt ia the Winter without therm.

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The firſt Inhabitants in England are believed 
to be the Britains, deſcended from the G zaxlr, 
whoſe Language was once almoſt the ſame;ſub- 
dued afterwards by the Xomany, who, by reafon 
of their troubles nearer home, were conſtrain- 
ed to abandon this- Country, about go” years 
after Chriſt, whereupon the Pits, Inhabitants 
of Scotland, invading the Pritains, they call to 
their aid the Saxons,who chaling away the Pils, 
foon made themſelves -maſters of the Brite : 
but theſe not able to endure the heary yoke of 
the Saxons. after many Battels and Arrempts to 
recover their lolt Libertics and Cagnerr,reti- 
red, or were driven, _ thenrtmnro Eris 
in France, from whence {eme think they firft 
came, but molt of them into the two utmo!t 
Weſtern barren and Mountainous parts of this 
Country, called afterwards by the Sevonr, # a- 
liſbland, inſtead of G auliſtland ; as the Germans 
{t;ll call taly, Waliſhland, becau'e inhabited by 
the Ciſalpine G auls;and the French call our Coun» 
try of Britains, Le Fais de G ales. 

The Sexons ſolely poſſeſs'd of all the bet parts 
of this Iſle, were for a long time infeſted, and 
for ſome time almoſt ſubdued by the Dezes, and 
afterwards wholly by the Normans, who drove 
not out the Saxom,but mixed with them, ſo that 
the Engliſh Blood at this day is a mixrwee chiefly 
of Norman and Saxon, not without a tafweot 
Daniſh, Romiſh, and Britifh Blood.

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Even fince the b-ginning of our Reformatiany. 
there are ſome ſew Families in ſeyeral parts « 
England, have perſiſted in the Komiſb Religion, 
and are uſually called Papiſts from Papz,the old 
uſual name of the Biſhop of Kome. Againſt 
theſe there are divers ſevere Laws ſtill in force.. 
but their number being not conſiderable, nor 
their Lovyalry for many years laſt paſt queſtion- 
able, thoſe Laws bave been more rarely put in 
exccution; beſides, the clemency and gentle u- 
fage ſhewn to them here,begets in Komuſb States 
and Potentates abroad, the like gentle treat- , 
ment of their Proteſtant Subjefts, and of the 
Exgliſh,living within their Dominions. Yet not- Þ 
withſtanding all the clemency and gentle uſage 
ſhewn them, ſo many years, the ingratitude,. « 
ambition, and blind zeal of ſome of them of late 
hath been ſuch, that at the inſtigationof the Je- 
fuitsthey have conſpired traiterouſlyagainſt che 

| life of their King,and Government of the King- 
dom, for which ſome few of them have molt de- 
ſervedly ſuffered. 

As for thoſe other Perſwaſions, whoſe Pro- 
feſſors are commonly called Presbyterians. Inde- 
pendants, Anabaptifts, Quakers, Fifth-Monarchy- 
Men, Ranters, Adamites, Antinomiens, Sabba- 
terizns, Perfetionifts, Family of Love, and the reft 
of thoſe Muſhrooms of Chriftianizty ; as molt of 
them ſprang up fuddenly in the late unhappy 

w night of confuſion, ſo it is-to be preſumed, that 
they may ina ſhort time vaniſh in this bleſſed 
a of Order ; and therefore not worthy to be 
deſcribed here as Religions profeſſed in England: 
for, as the State of England doth account them 

no other Members than th: Pudends of the Na- 

tion,. and areaſhamed of them; Quippe ubi ca-

Her doth the Church of Faglaad look upon 
thoſe Profeſſors as Sons, but Baſtards : or make 
an account of any other intereft in them, than a 
wan makes of thoſe Vermin which breed our of 
his excrementitious ſwear, or thoſe Aſcarider 
which come ſometimes in his moſt uacl. anly 
parts. 

Touching the Fews, which by the late Uſur-» 
per were admitted at Loudon,and fince conting- 
ed by the bare permiſſion of the King, aad tut. 
ſered to hire a private Houſe, wherein to hot 
their Syezgegue; they are not confer ablecither 
for Number, making not abore 30 or 40 Fam 
lies, nor for their Wealth or Abilities, being for 
the molt part Poor an | Ignorant. 

As ſome years before the late Troubles, no 
People of any Kingdom in the World enjoyed 
mor* freedom from $1every and T axes, ſo gene- 
rally, none were freer from evil tempers an 
humours, none more devow!ly Kriggiouns, willing - 
Iy obedient 10 the Laws, waly Loyal ts the King, 
lovingly boſpitable ro Neighbours, ambition fly croid 
to Strangers, or more liberally charkable 10 the 
Needy 

No Kingdom could fhew a more valiant pru- 
fent Nobility, a more learned piow Clergy, of 2 
more contented loyal Commenalry, 

The Mea were generally honef?, the Wives and 
womens chaſte and modeft, Parents loving, Ciil- 
dren obedient, H/nibands kind, AMaufterr gentle, 

and Seruews faithful. 

In a wor'l, the Exglih were then, according 
to their Native tempers, the belt \ righbourr, belt 
Frieeds, beſt Subjeltt, and the beſt Ctrifian in 
the World, 

Gcod Nature was a thing fo peculiar tothe 
E ng/iſb Natjaw,and fo a ppropeiated by Almighty 
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God to. them , (as a Great Perſon obſerved) that 
1&cannot well-be Tranlated into another Lan- 
guage,. or praftiſed by any other people. 
Amonglt thele excellent Tempers, among't 
this gooully hear, whillt Men Ylept, the Ene- 
my came and ſowed Tares z. there ſprang up of 
later years a fort of People, /owre, ſullen, [uſpict- 
0x5, querulou, cenjoriow, peeviſh, envious, reſerved, 
narrow bearted, cloſe-fifted, ſel|-conceucd, ignorant, 


proud, malignant, ftiff-neched, Children of Belil,,. 


( according to the genuine hgnification of that 
word, which is a lawleſs Man, one that willnot 
{ſubmit or conform to the Goverament ) erer 
prone to deſpiſe Daminion,to [peth evil of Dignicies, 
to gain-ſay Order, Rule . and Authority ; who bave 
accounted It their- Honour to contend with 
c ings and Govermaurs, and todiſquiet the Peace 
K ingdoms.; whom no dejerts,, no clemency 
could ever.oblige , neither Gaths or . Promiſcs 
bind, breathing nothing but Seditios and C4- 
Inmnics againlit the eſtablith'dGovernment,aſpi- 
ring without meaſure, reailizg without reaſon, 
and making their own wi/d fancies the Square 
and Ryle of their Conſciences ; hating, deſpiling,. 
or diſreſpeCting the Neviluy, Gemry, and Supe» 
raour Clergy, Ic. 

Theſe. lurking inall quarters of Erg'and, had 
at length, with their peſltilential breath, infelt- 
ed ſome of the workt- Natur'd, and worſe Nur- 
eny'd Gemry, divers of the inferiour Clergy, mot 
of the Tradrſmen, and very many of the Peaſar- 
zry ; and prevailed ſo far, as not only to ſpoil 
the belt governed State. and to ruine the pureſt 
an4 maſt flourithing Church-an Chrift. ndom, bus 
alſo tocorrupt the minds, the bumourr, and very 
nerves of (0- many Engliſh, that notwithſtand- 
ing the late :2ppy- Reltauration of the King 
and Biſhops,the inceflant joynt.endeavours at 
{tudics of all our Governors to reduce this Pecos 
ple. 
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ple to their priffiee happineſs, vet no Man now 
living can reatonably hope to lee in ki time the 
like biefied days again, without a traniplantae 
tion of all thoſe Sons of Felial { as King Fancy 
inhis Grave Teſtaracneto his Sen did infimate) 
without an utrer extirpatian of thoſe Tares, 
which yet the Clemency aot Meckne(s of 112 
Proceitant Religion ſeema to forbed; vale(s they 
are ſuch wiv believe themielres obliged in Con” 
ſcxenceto take all opportunities, occatons and 
a«lvantages<0 extir pate and deftroy the preſent 
Clurch-Goy ernment by Law eftablth'din mug- 
Ifad, and in partuance of the ſame to venture 
their Lives and Fitaces, and confantly to coarth 
rue in that belief all the davs of theie Lives 
agen all oppohtian whatſoever as the Wordty 

their SOLEMN LEAGUE and COVE- 
NANT are. To fuch no Prince nor Pogentate 
ia Europe wilkever indulge, fo far as to ſuffer 
th-m to-breache the lame Air with them : And 
ver ſuch is the Mercy of our Gracious King; and 
the Lenity of our Reverend Biſhops, andof cur 
two Houſes of Parliament, that they thooghefhe 
hitherto notto bamih amy one perfon for en 
tiring intothat IMVIOUS COVENANT, moe 
to exclode any of themfrom any oftce of Churcty 
or State, who have becenaviitirng to abrare rhe 
ſame. Natwithſlandiog which indulgence, hey 
lately coutrived the death of the King, and his 
Royal Brother, for which divers hare defer+ 
velly fafferecd death. 

The Nobility and chief Gentry of Fog'and 
have been even by ſtrangers compared to the 
hneſt Flower. but the lower fort of common 
People to the courk ff Bron ; the innate good 
nature, jorned with the liaeral eforation and 
converſe with Rfrangers in Foreia Coun- 
nes, render thoſe exceeding civil, wheaeras 
the wealth, infolcace, and pride of theſe, and 
the 
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the rare converſe with ſtrangers, have rendred 
them ſo diſtaſteful, not only to the few Stran- 
gers who frequent England, but even to their 
own Gentry, that they could ſometimes with, 
thateither the Country were leſs plentiful, or 
that the Impoſitians were heavier ; for, by rea- 
ſon of the great abundance of Fleſb and Fiſh, 
Corn, Leather, Wooll, &c. which the Soyl of its 
own bounty, with little labour, doth produce, 
the Peaſauts at their eaſe, and almoit forgetting, 
labour, grow rich, and hereby ſo , inſo- 
lent, and careleſs, . that they neither give that 
humble reſpet and awful reverence, which in 


- other Kingdoms is uſually given to Nobilicy, 


Gentry, and Clergy; nor are they ſo indattrious, 
or ſo skilful in Aanufa#ures, as ſome of our 
;Neighbour-Nations ; ſo that in Exglend it is no 
Paradox toafirm, that as too much iadjvency in 
the inferiour ſort of People doth depreſs the ſpi- 
Tits, and dal the minds of them, ſo too plentif ul 
and wenton a fortune, cauſeth in them a 1«z1neſs 
and teſs induftry ; that State commonly enjoying, 
moſt peace and order and bappineſs, where either 
the moderate barrenneſs of the Country, or want 
of ground, or multitude of Impofts (as in Holland) 
do neceſſitate the common people to be induſtri- 
ous in their Callings, and ſo to mind their own, 
as nat todiſturb the State and Church affairs 
Moreover, of the Engliſh, eſpecially of the 
Peaſantry,it hath been formerly and unhappily 
ob{erved,that then it is bappieft with them,when 
they are ſomewhatpreſſed,and in a complaining 
condition,according to that old Rhiming Verſe,

The Engliſh Common People anciently _ 
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2nd at this day are very apt to bearken to Pre 
pheſoes, and to create ies; and then to ig» 
ter pref them according to their own Cxtrava-

vinity : ſore of the inferior ſort of late hokling 
abominable opinions, vaworthy even of Men, 
and ſuch as in no age was ever broache before. 


The Emlih Nations) View were anciently jy, 


Glutiony, and the effetts thereof La/crvimuſurſs, 
(when they made four Meals in a day, and moſt 
excelive F erfling, with yu plenty of Frened 
Wine) when Women of grefafed icontinrncy 
were permitted to profer their Bodies to all 
Comers,in certain places called Sirws or Srovery 
or Baibing Places ; becauſe Men were wont to 
bathe tt emfeives there ( as fillin other Coun» 
tries ) before they addreft themſelves to Fra» 
rows Alli. But immediately before the lat” Jebed- 
lis, (that unha Fountain, from whence is 
evidently derived whatloever almot is now 
amiſs in Church or State, in Court, City, or 
Country) ne People, unleſs perhaps the Hyyh- 
Germans, were more modeſt and chaſte, more 
truc tothe Marriage- Bed, whereby was produ- 
ced a healthy ffrong Race, fit for all Arts and 
Sciences, for Agriculiare, for Trafich, for war 
and Peace, for Navigation, Flamanions, Ge. 


Another S=g/ifh National Yice was ride in Ape 

I, wherein they were anciently fo extrava- 
gant and fooliſh, ſo ſuperfluous and obſcene,that 
divers Statutes before our Reformation in Ke /gghe 
on, and Homilics fince, have been made againkt 
that exceſs; and an Fragile Man was wont to be 
pictured naked with a pair of Taylors Sheerr in 
his band, a piece of Cloth under his arm, and 
Ve: icy 


ſes annext, intimating that he knew not what 
falhion of Clethes to have. 


Exceſs of Drinking was anciently rore rare in 
England, as appears by anvld Poet : 


Fecee Britemorum mes eff laudabilus its, 
Uzbibat arburis pocula quiſque ſuv. 


' - The. Danes in the time of King Edger firſt 

brought it ig, -but-it was afterwards baniſht* 
hence, fothat we find no ancient Statute fince 
the Conquelt againlt it; for thongh the Statutes 
heretofore made againſt exc-ſs in Appar-! and 
Dyet are. ancient, yetthoſe againſt Drinkenneſs 
are but of late date. 

As the Engliſhreturning from the Wars is the 
Holy Land, brought home the foil diſeake of Lee 
prof6c, now alot extin@ here, though not yet 
Mn our Neighbouring Countries : ſo in our Fa- 
thers days the Exgliſh returning from the ſervice 
in the Netherlands, brought with them the foul 
Vice of Drunkenneſs, as belides other -Teltimo- 
nics, the term of Carow, from Gar-Auz, All 
ext, learnt of the High- Duachthere, in the ſame 
ſervice; fo Quiff, Ec. This Vice of hate was 
more, — pre:emt fo much,that fore per- 
ſons, and thoſe of quality may net ſafely be vi- 
fited inan- Afterneon, without running the has 
zard of exceſhive drinking of XZealths, (whereby 
in a {horttime twice as much liquor is corfſu- - 
med as by the Dutch, who lip and prate) and in 
ſome places it x eſteemed a piece of wit to make 
a Man drunk; for which purpoſe, ſome ſwillz 
znſspi4 Trencher Buffoon is always at hand. * 

However, itmay be truly afirmed, that at 
preſent there is generally leſs Exceſs in Driz&- 
ing, ( eſpecially. about Zondon, fince the uſeof 
Caſter, ,, 
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Coffrr, Tes,and Checolane) leſs excels in Dyer,hat 
priacipally in Apperel, than heretofore ; inſo- 
much, that the poor Traleſman is much pinche 
thereby ; for,as it is expedient for the benefit of 
the whole Commonwealth, that divers unneceſla- 
ry and ſuperfluous Commodities ſhould be allowe 
el, as Tobacco, Coffee, Spices, Sygarr, Raiſins Silks, 
Fine Linen, Fc. io ſome leſs hurtful exceffes (a5 
in Apparel, Diet Building Rich Furniture of Houſer, 
Hangings, Beds, Plate, Fewelr, Coacher, Lac- 
queys, &c.) muſt either be connived at, or much 
of all the Money of the Nation muſt lie dead and 
unimployed, (as now it doth in the private ſubex, 
diſcomented, nig gardly Noneon/ormf: hand) and 
Tradeſmen mult cither ſtarve, or bes ſuſtained 
by Alms. 

The Sin of B»ggery brought iato Fagland by 
the Lombards, as appears not only by the word 
Bugeris, but alſo by Rot. Parl. <0. Ed. 3. N. 48. 
is now rarely atliſed amongſt Eag/iſt,alcrhough 
ſometimes diſcovered amongſt Aliess in Exg- 
land, and then puniſht by Death without any 
remiſſion. 

Impoyſouments.ſo ordinarily in heh,are fo abo- 
minable amongſt Fagliſb,as 21 H.$. it was made 
High Treaſon, though fince repealed; after 
which, the puniſhment for it wasto be put alive 
into a Cauldron of Water, and there foiled to 
death: at preſent it is Feloay without benefc 
of Clergy. 

Stabbing in England is much more ſeldom than 
in /taly;the Eng/1ſb being eafily to be reconciled, 
to pardon and remit at%ences, not apt to ſrek re- 
venge ; the true welk bre1 Eag/fo have more of 
inclination to goodneſs, which the Greed: called 
Philambropis, than other Nations ; the Nobi- 
lity, and welb-bred Gentry delighting to be gra - 
cious and courteous with {{rangers ; compadl- 

honate 
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fonate to the aflited, and grateful to Benefe- 
Eors, when their Purſe or Eſtate, not diverted 
by other extravagant ex pences, will give them 
leave to remember them. 

" Duelling, ſocommon heretofore, is now al- 
moſt laid afide here as well as in France. 


The Engliſh, according to the Climate, are of 
a middle temper. The Northern Saturnine, an 
the Southern Mereurial temper meeting in their 
Conſtitutions, render them ingenuons and ative, 
yet ſolid and perſ-vering, which nouriſhteunder a 
ſaitable liberty, inſpires a courage generous aud 
lifting. 

Their Ingenuity will not allow them to be 
excellent at the Cheat, but ſubje in that point 
rather to take than give, and ſuppoſing others 
a$ open hearted as themſelves, are many times 
in Treaties over-matcht by them, whom they 
over-matcht in Arms and true Yalow ; which 
hath been very eminent in all Ages, and almoſt 
in all Lands and Seas too of the whole World. 


The Engliſh, fince the Reformation, are (© 
much given to Literature, that all ſorts are ge- 
nerally the moſt knowing people in the World. 
They have been ſo much addifted to Writing, 
and eſpecially in their own Language, and with 
ſomuch licenſe or connivance. that according 
to the obſervation of a Learned Man,there have 
been during our late Troubles and Confufions, 
moregood, and more bad Books printed and pub- 
liſhed in the Engliſh Tongue,than in all the vul- 
gar Languages in Europe, 

For ſolidity ef Matter, for elegancy of Style 
and Method in their Sermons, Comedies, Roman 
ces ; 25 alſo in their Books of Divinity, Philoſophy, 
Plyſck, Hiſtory, and all other folid Learning, 
no

no Nation hath ſurpaſſed the Zagiih, and few 
equal.” them. 


The Engliſh, eſpecially the Gentry, are {o 
much given to Prodigelity, Sports, and Paffimes, 
that E'tates are oftner ſpent and ſold, than in 
any other Country ; They think it a pirce of 
frugality beneath a Gentleman to bargain be» 
forchand, or to count afterward, for what they 
eat inany place, though the rate be moſt un- 
reaſonable, whereby it comes to pals,thatCoots, 
Viuncrs, lan-keepers, and ſuch mean Fellows, 
enrick themſclves, and begger and inſult over 
the Gentry. In a word, by ther ality it 
comes to paſs, that not only thoſe, but Taxlers, 
Dencing- &s, and ſuch Trifing Febows, ar- 
rive £o that Riches and Pride, as to ride in their 
Coaches, keep their Summer-houſes, to be ſer- 
ved in Plate, &c. an inſolence inſupportable in 
other well-govern'd Nations. 


Becauſe the ſeveral Puniſhments inflited for 
ſeveral crimes, are different in moſt Countries ; 
anc thoſe of rFag/end much different from thoſe 
of all other Countries ; a brief account of them, 
may ny not be unacceptable, to Foreign” 


ers eipecially. 


All Crimes in Faglasd, that touch the life of 
a Man, are cither #igb-Trezſon, Perry Trea/on, 
or Felony. Although ſome H#igh-Trea/ous are 
much more heinous and odious than others, yet 
the puniſhment by Law is the ſame for all forty 
( except for Coyning of Money ) and that is, 
That the Traytor laid upon a Hurdle or Sledge, 
be drawn to the Gallows, there hanged by the 
Neck, preſently cut down alive. his Entrails to 
be ſuddenly pulled out of his Belly, and burac 
before 
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before the face of the Criminal,then his Head to | 
be cut off, his Body to be divided into four parts ' 
and laltly, that the Head and Body be hung up, 
or impaled where the Kitzz ſhall command, 


Beſides all this, he ſhall forfeit all his Lan 's 
and Goods whatſoever, his Wife ſhall loſe her 
Dower, his Children their Nobility,and all their 
right of inheriting him, or any other Anceſtor : 
Our Law thinking it moſt reaſonable, that h- 
whoendeavored to deltroy the King,the Breath 
of our Noltrils, and thereby to read the Majefty 
of Government, his Body, Lands, Goods, and 
Poſterity, ſhould be rent, torn, and deſtroyed. 

For Coy ning of Mony,though adjudged 7/1gb 
Treaſon,the puniſhment having been onlyDraw. 
ing and Hanging, before the Statute of 25 Ed. 3- 
it-remains ſo it111. 

Petit Treaſon, is either when a Servant killeth 
his Maſter or Miſtreſs, or a Wife kiHeth her 
Husband,or a Clergy-man his Prelate,to whom 
he oweth obedience ; and for this crime the pu- 
niſhment is to be Drawn (as before) and to be 
Hanged by the Neck, till ke be dead, The pu- 
niſhment for a Woman convifted of High-Tves- 
fon, or Petit-Tre:ſon, is all one; and that 15, 
tobe Drawn and Barnt alive. 

Felonles, or all, other capital Crimes, for 
which anciently there were ſeveral ſorts of Pu- 
niſhments, till Hen 1. ordained that the Puniſh- 
ments for all Felonies, ſhould be to be Hanged 
by the neck till they be dead. 

But if a Peer of the Realm commit High- 
Treaſon, Petit-Treaſon, or Felony, although his 
Judgment be the ſame with that of common per- 
fons : yet the King doth uſually extend fo mnch 
favour to ſuch, as to cauſe them only to be be- 
headed with an Ax, upona Block lying on the 
groun.y, 
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zround, and not as in all other Countries, by 
a Sword kneeling or ſtanding, 


If a Criminal Indifted of Periz Treaſon or Fe 
low, refuſeth to anſwer, or to put himſelf upon 
a Legal Tryal; then for ſuch ſtanding Mute,and 
Contumacy,he is preſently to undergo that hor- 
rible puniſhment, called Prize forie & dure ; 
that is, to be ſent back to the Prifon from 
whence he came, and there laid in forme low 
dark Room, upon the bare ground, on his back, 
all naked befide his Privy parts, his Arms aad 
Legs drawn with Cords, faltened to the ſeveral 
quarters of the room ; then thall be laid upon 
his Body, Iron and Stone, fo much as be may 
bear, or more : the next day he ſhall have three 
Morſets of Barley Bread without Drink,and the 
third Day ſhall have Drink of the Water next 
to the Priſon-door, except it be Running-W 2 
ter without Bread; and this Thall be his Dict 
till he die. Which grievous kind of Death 
fome ſtout fellows have ſometimes choſen, that 
ſo not being tryed and convicted of their crimes, 
their Eſtates may not be forfeited to the King, 
bur deſcend to their Children ; nor their Blood 
ſta ned. 

But in caſe of High-Tvegſon, though the Cri- 
minal ſtand mute, yet Judgmene ſhall be given 
againſt him, as if he _ coavatted, and 
bis Eftate conkſcated. 


After Beheading or Hanging, the Criminal's 
Friends ulually interr the Body decently, where 
they pleate ; only if the Crime be very cnor- 
mous, as fur Murdering and Robbing any per- 
ſon, then by Order is the Criminal uſually 
hang'd by the Neck, till he be dead, and after- 
wards hang'd 1a Chains, till the Body rot ; and 

Il 
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In fome caſes his right hand is firſt cut of, and 
then hanged. 

In all ſuch Felonies, where the Benefit of Cler- 
2) is allowed, (as it is in many ) there the Cri- 
minal is to be mark'd with a hot Iron, with a T. 
or M, for Thief, or Man ſlayer, on the left hand ; 
and wandring K-gues are to be burnt on the 
"- Shoulder with an &. 

Anciently, in the time of the Saxon _—_— 
Kings, = ſometime afrer the coming, of the 
Norman Kings, Men were rarely put to death 
for any Crime, but either paid grievens Fines, 
or for the more erormous Crimes, to loſe their 
Eyes, or their Teſticles; and fo remaining 1i- 
ving Monftfments of their Impictics, as punith- 
ments far worſe than death ; which, among 
Chriſtians, is believed to be but a paſſage, for 
all truly penitenr, from this life toa far berrer, 
and ſo more a Keweard than a Prunioment. 

For Pettit Lerceny, or (mall Theft, thar is of the

for either One, or Mere, or All muſt have 
the Sovereign Power of a Nation. If One, then 
itisa Monarchy ; if More, ( that is, an Aſſembly 
of choice Perſons) then it is Artjte racy; if AF, 
(that is, the Aſcmbly of the Peop'e) them it is 
a Democracy. 


Of all Governments, the Monarchicsl, as molt 
reſembling the Di-inity, and neareſt approaches 
ms to Perfetion, (Units bing the Perfe Mon 
of allehings) hath ever been elteemed the molt 
excellent. 
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For the Tranſgrefſions of a Land, many are the 
Princes or Rulcrs thereof, Prov. 2$. 2.

It is ſuch a Monarchy, as by moſt admirable 
temperament affords very much to the Induſtry, 
Liberty,an1 Happineſs of the SubjeCt,and reſerves 
enough for the Majeſty and Prerogative of any 
King that will own his People as Subjects, not 
as Slaves. 

It 1s a Kingdom, that of all the Kingdoms of 
the WorH, is the moſt like the Kingdom of 
Feſus Chriſt, whole yoke is ealte, whoſe burden 
is light, 

Itis a Monarchy, that withont Interruption 
hath been coatinue.l almoſt xo00 years, (and till 
of late) without any attemptof change of that 
Gorernment: ſo that to this ſort of Govern- 
ment, the Engliſh leem to be naturally inclined, 
and therefore during the late Bouleverſations, or 
overturnings, when all the Art that the Devit

In 
1631. of her Third, Mary, the late Princeſs of 
Orange, a Lady of admirable Virtues, who hat 
the happineſs to ſre the King her Brother re- 
ſtored, fix or feven months before her death 
In 1633. of her Fourth, Famer, now Duke of 
York, In 16735. of her Fifth, named Fliraber), 
who being a Princeſs of incomparable Abilities 
and Virtues, died for grief, ſoon after the Mur- 
ther of her Father. In 1636. of her Sixth, na- 
med Am, who die! young. - la the year 1640, 
of her Seventh Child, Aoawy of Oaulad, te- 
hgned Duke of Gloucefler, who lived till above 
1 wenty, being moſt excellently accompliſhed 
in all Princely Endowments, died four months 
after the Rellauration of the King, In the year

1644+ of her Eighth, the Lady Hemrieits, late 
Dutcheſs of Orleans. 

In the year 1641. Her Majeſty foreſeeing the 
enſuing ſtorm of Rebellion , and ſeeing the 
groundlefs0dium raiſed already againſt her Roy- 
al Perſon, timely withdrew her ſelf, with her 
eldeſt Daughter, (then newly Married to Prince

{tauration of her Son to the Crown of Fuglend,

But fince, unon occafon of Coronation, (a 
thatof King Charles the Second, was made the 
late Earl of Northumberland ) and at Soles 
Tryals by Combat, (as that which was intended 
between Key and Ramſey 1631. was made Fobert 
Earl of Lindſey) there is created Pro ids Fit 
a Lord High Conſtable. His Power and Tories 
Qtion is the fame with the Eart Marſhal, with 
whom he fs Jo 'ge in the Marſbels Court, and 
takes place of the Fari Marſhal. 


The Eighth Great Offcer of the Crown ,'s the 
Earl Marſpal of Frgland, lo called from Mare in 
the Old * axon, (i.c.)

* HE Court of the King of England is 1 
Monarchy within a Monarchy, conſiſting 
of Eceleſfiaflical, Cruil and Mi'itary Perſons and 
Government. 

For the Eccleſiaſtical Government of the 
Kings Court, there is fhirit a Deen of the King 
Chappel, who is uſually ſome graie learnet 
Prelate, choſen by the King, and who as Deas 
acknowledgeth no Superiour but the King ; for 
as the Kings Palace is exempt from all inferiour 
Temporal Juriſdiction, 10 is His Chappel fren 
all Spiritual; it is called Capella Dominica, the 
Deme:m Chappel, is not within the JuriſdiQtion 
or Diccels of any Biſhop, but as a Ag Pe 
cu!izr exempt and reſerved to the Vilitation 
ani Immediate Government of the King, 
who is Supreme Ordinary, as it were Prime 
Biſhop over all the Churches and Biſhops of 
England, 

By the Dean are choſen all other Offcers of 
the Chappel, viz. a Sub dean, or Pracentor (4 
pelſlz; thirty two Gentlemen of the Chappel, 
whereof twelve are Priefis, and one of them 1s 
Confefſor to the Kings Houſhold, whoſe Offce 
is to read Prayers every morning to the Fam'ty,

to viſie the Sick, to examine and prepare Com 
municants, to inform ſuch as delice advice in 
any Cate of Conlcience, or Point of Religion, 
Ee 

The other 20 Gentlemen, commonly called 
the Clerks of the Chappel, are with the afore- 
faid Prieſts to perform in the Chappel the 
Office of Divine Service in Praving , SINg- 
ing, &c. One of theſe being well s&illed in 
Muſick , is choſen Maſter of the Chiliren , 
whereof there are Twelve in Ordinary, to 
inſtruct them in the Rules an! Art of MVulick, 
for the Service of the Chappell. Three other 
of the (aid Clerks are choſen to be Organiſts, 
ts whom are ;oyned upon Sundays, Collar-days, 
and other Holy-days, a Conſort of the Kings 
Muſick, to make the Chappel-Muſick more foll 
and complecat. 

There are moreover ſour Offcer:* called Ver- 
$7, from the Silver Rods carried in their hands, 

0g a Sergeant, two Yeomen, and a Groom 
of the Chappel. 

In the Kings Chappel thrice every day 
Prayers are Read, and Gods Service and 
Worſhip performed with great Decency , 
Order , and Devotion, and ſhould be a Pa- 
tern to all ather Churches and Chappels of 
England. 

The King hath alſo his private Oratory, 
where ſume of his Chaplains in Ordinary read 
Divine Service to the King on working days 
erery Morning and every Evening. 

Twelve days in che year, being high and 
principal Feſtivals, His Maiefty, after Divine 
Service, attended with his 1 ncipal Nobility, 
adorned with their Collars of the Garter, to-
